11.—The 


police authorities of Luzerene county 
said today that they are not satisliecl 
with the verdict of the coroner's jury 
late last night, exonerating 
Herbert 


Johns of connection with the death 
of Alice Crispell, whose 
body 
was 


found in Harvey's L,ake last Monday, 
after she had been missing for three 
days. 
The verdict stated that "the 


fvidence in this case 
fails to show 


any motive for ciime on the itart of 
Herbert Johns, and we feel 
certain 


that he had no part in the death of 
Alice Crispell." 


Thp jury found, however, that the 


girl had been murdered. 
Representatives of the district at- 


torney's office said today that while 
there was nothing in the testimony on 
which to charge Johns with the critue, 
the jurors should have rendered a 
verdict simply of "death by drown- 
ing" without accusing or exonerating 
any one. County Detective McKelvey, 
who is working on the case, said to- 
day that he did not think that three 
deput> coroners should have made up 
lifcjf ot the coroner's jury. For this 
reason, he said, he did not present all 
the evidence he had, but will intro- 
duce additional evidence tonight when 
Johns will be given- «-~kearins before 
a justice of peace. 
Johns was present at the inquest 


and was identified by several of the 
witnesses who saw him with the girl 
the night of .Tul> 4. He was not al- 
lowed to testify by his counsel and 
was returned to the jail, although he 
jirobably will be released. 
Instead of having been an innocent 


•worker in the church and a helper in 
all the social 
undertakings of 
the 


church, Miss Crispell had ji dual pei- 
jsonality and proof of this fact came 
•with great surprise to her friends at 
the inquest. 
Letters which were taken from the 


girl's f.i link and letters found at the 
homo of Herbert .Tones have furnished 
.the proof that Alice was clever at 
.hiding her dual life. 
One hundreds of tlie letters 
havo 


bnei found and have been read by 
County Detective James Holman and 
JD. A. McKelvey. 
William Crispell, her father, follow- 


ing the dfscovery of the letters, added 
another surprise to the developments 
Iby confessing to the county authori- 
ties that a few days before Alice left 
lor homo lie placed a revolver at her 
head and threatened to blow out her 
brains because of her waywardness. 


In some of the letters Alice claimed 


she had "a dog's life at home," and 
she bitterly complained to her lover 
of the treatment 
given her by her 


father. 
She 
mentioned 
frequently 


that her father beat her and she de- 
clared that she was tired of living and 
willing to die 
Johns, in answering these letters, 


complained ol troubles of his own 
and mentioned that 
it 
might be a 


good thing for them to die together 
These letters wpro written In March,

there ib no mention of suicide and the 
suicide plans seem to have been en- 
tirely forgotten

ed the court that his first meeting 
with Vincent was in June, at a ho- 
tel in Newark, where he was employ- 
d to circulate petitions for the ref- 
erendum vote. 
He said that he se- 


ured 85 signatures during the two 
days on the outside and insisted that 
every one of the 85 was genuine. He 
told practically the same story as he 
included in his statement to Attor- 
ney General Hogan.

said that at the request of Vincent 
he went to a member of the board of 
elections of Licking county and ask- 
ed for a registration book. The of- 
ficials asked him what he wanted 
with it, and Lipscomb replied that 
he desired to make a map of the city 
showing wards and 
precincts and 


that he was to be paid for the work. 


C. H. Follett, an attorney of New- 


ark, was called to the stand.

testified that Lipscomb came to him

of a petition and that soon after- 
wards both Vincent and Lipscomb 
swore to two more petitions before 
him.

Butler said that he did not read the 
affidavits at the time they.were sign- 
ed by the affiants.

First-Second National bank of Pitts- 
burg, a recent consolidation of the 
First and Second National banks of 
the city was closed by the comptrol- 
ler of the currency, who did not be- 
lieve that its condition warranted it 
in continuing business. 


A run followed on the Bank for 


Savings, but the officers said the in- 
stitution had funds. 
Then

re- 


ceiver for J. S. and W. S. Kuhn & 
Co., the private banking house con- 
trolled by the brothers, was appoint- 
ed. 


The American Water Works and 


Guarantee company, the largest com- 
pany in the country engaged in con- 
structing and operating other water 


works companies, gas, electric light, 
heat and power concerns, irrigation 
plants, and electric interurban lines, 
which the Kuhns promoted, controls 
over forty such companies, whose se- 
curities aggregate $110,718,800, ot 
which $93,128,800 consists of stocks 
of the subsidiaries held by the con- 
trolling company.

The controlling company itself has 
a capital stock of $10,000,000 com- 
mon and $10,000,000 e per cent pre- 
ferred.

Woman's Humane Act Results 


In Quarantine of Her Home 


Inspired by purely altruistic and 


philanthropise motives, Mrs. Merle 
Sims, 
of 
Elinwood 
avenue, 
this 


city, while visiting in Springfield on 
June 18, saw a suffering child by the 
name of Nicewander in the hot sun 
in a condition that excited her pity 
and prompted her to carry the child 
to his home in the neighborhood. An 
examination of the boy proved that 
he was suffering from smallpox. 


On July 23, the Sims family re- 


turned to this city w.here Mr. Sims 
was employed as wire chief of the 
Central Union1 Telephone company. 
Authorities of 
Springfield 
notified 


the authorities of this city and ex- 
amination was made by the local of- 
ficials. 
The family was vaccinated 


and placed under quarantine for 17 
days' awaiting the developing of any 
symptoms of the 
dreaded 
disease, 


which did not develop. 


The period of quarantine having 


expired the family was interviewed 
by the Advocate reporter at the home 
on Elmwood avenue and the facts of 
the pathetic case were related to him 
in a most interesting and inspiring 
manner by Mrs. Sims, who is the 
heroine of the 
story. 
Mrs. Sims 
said: 


"During a 
visit 
to 
Springfield 


that I made to that 
city 
several 


weeks ago I 
was 
walking 
along 


North Shaffer street and came upon 
a child crying pityfully and appar- 
ently in the need of assistance. 
I 


went over to where the child was 
lying on the ground and the little 
fellow, who was improperly clothed 
and in a 
neglected 
looking state 


seemed to be suffering from a fever. 


"I tried to console him and per- 


suade him to return to his home but 
I soon saw that he ,:was physically 
unable and I immediately picked him 
up and took him to the home of his 
grandmother with whom I knew he 
was living, from my former visits 
;o that_cfty. 
I finally persuaded his 


?randnw>fher to summon a doctor as 
I was convinced that the case of the 
child was one that necessitated im- 
mediate medical attention. 
V'hp' 


the doctor ,came he pronounced 
case to be chickenpox and so I 
"ieved for several days. 
But bef, re i 


left Springfield for Newark I dis-1 


covered that the condition 
of 
the 


child had become worse and that the 
child that had been in my arms was 
afflicted with smallpox. I never re- 
gretted my action as it was one that 
any human being in a similar predic- 
ament could not but comply with 
the law of nature and give aid to the 
suffering child that Jay at my feet. 
Fro.m the, outset I had recognized 
the 'child and was the more prompted 
to aid him for the reason that I had 
observed the actions of some of his 
family on several occasions before 
and believed him to be improperly 
cared for. ' 


"I myself frave one little boy sev- 


eral years younger than 
the child 


that I rescued, who is about eight 
years of age and I feared that he 
might contract this malady because 
of my association with 
the 
Nice- 


wander child. On June 23, I return- 
ed to Newark and several days after 
my return our family was notified by 
the authorities that word had been 
received frqm Springfield 
that 
we 


had been; associated with some one 
who had contracted smallpox. 
We 


were immediately placed under quar- 
antine and vaccinated by the doctor 
who said that 
mother-in-law with 


whom we are living must be classed 
with us and undergo the same treat- 
ment. My husband was given a per- 
mit to go to his work but a sign that 
a contagious.disease was within was 
placed on the front of our house and 
the rest, of the family was confined 
within the limits pf the 
yard 
sur- 
rounding the house." 


"All these sufferings and incon- 


veniences I and the family have suf- 
fered out of the spirit of pure altru- 
ism because I gave aid to one little 
suffering piece of humanity and per- 
haps saved his life 
During the per- 


iod of this quarantine we have been 
shunned by neighbors, 
by 
friends 


and the world, but I will never regret 
my action as it was no more than a 
human could do." 


"Our family will go to Springfield 


on July 17, where my husband has 
accepted tho position of

ESTIMATED LOSS 


OF HULSHIZER FIRE 


IS ABOUT $25,000 


A more thorough examination 
of 


the ruins of the Hulshizer mill, scene 
of the disastrous 
blaze 
Thursday 


morning, made it possible to place a 
more intelligent estimate on the loss. 
It is believed that the fire did close 
to $25,000 worth of damage before it 
was finally extinguished. 
Much 
of 


the machinery 
was 
destroyed 
and 


other machines were ruined by the 
heat or by the water whicn saturated 
everything in the mill. 


A new theory was advanced Friday 


as to the origin of the blaze. 
E. A. 


Hulshizer, president of tho company, 
stated that in all probability, a spark 
in a feed chopping machine, caused by 
a stone, a piece of metal or other for- 
eign substance, coming 
in 
contact 


with the rapidly moving rolls, set fire 
to the chopped feed 
and 
communi- 


cated with the elevator shoot. 


This shoot was burned entirely off 


on the second floor where there was 
little fire. The shoot runs to the top 
floor and it was on this floor that it 
probably burned through first, com- 
municating to the 
numerous 
parti- 


tions, timbers, etc. 


Alter going through the interior of 


tho third floor it is little wonder that 
the firemen experienced so much diffi- 
culty in controlling the flames. 
The 


bulk of the blaze was in the south end 
of the building where the fire gained 
the greatest headway. Here there were 
many partitions and large machines. 
Witli the blaze immediately in front 
of the nozzles extinguished the tlre-
